A BRIEF HISTORY OF BAR HILL 


The idea of a completely new village to ease pressure on Cambridge and it’s 
surrounding villages was first mooted in 1961, and the building work began in 1965, 
with Acorn Avenue, Almond Grove, Robin Close, Gladeside and The Mall. The 
residents first moved in in March 1966. 

The second phase of building, comprising Otter Close and Gardens, began in 
1968 and in September of that year the school was opened with 29 children. The 
headmaster then, as now, was Mr. Bill Norton. 

The present Parish Council had it’s roots in the quarterly Parish meetings which 
had been held since 1967, and tw years later a Parish Council of five members was 
set up, with Mr. Bill Norton as Chairman. The Residents Association had also been 
in existence since 1967, with the first issue of the Bar Hill News being published 
under the editorship of the late Bob Burry, in December 1967. Successive editors 
since then have been John Wills, Gerry Brunning, Mervyn Pope, Martin Avery and 
Sheila Blackwell. 


In 1968 the then village supermarket, Key Markets, opened in the present Jane 
Barrett shop. Key Markets continued in business in Bar Hill until December 1975, 
when Tesco announced their intention to open a superstore in Bar Hill. The store 
opened in 1977, a year which also saw the celebrations to mark the tenth anniversary, 

The foundation stone of the Church Centre was laid in January 1972, with the first 
service being held in the new building in October of that year. In the following year 
the Health Centre and the Cambridgeshire Hotel opened. The building of the village 
hall was undertaken in 1978 and the hall was opened at the village fete on September 
11th 1979. 

Bar Hill presently comprises about 1400 houses with a population of almost 4000, 
The village should be completed in the next two to three years, and the final popula- 
tion is expected to be in the region of 5200.

The local Primary School was designated as one of the first Community Primary 
Schools, by the County Council, in 1972. This designation enables the school to be 
used by the Community and for the Community, over and above the hired use of the 
facilities. The Community Users Association was formed to set affiliation fees for 
clubs and societies to function on the school premises and the money realised from 
these fees to be used for the promotion of more Community work. To this end, the 
Community Users Association endeavours to make the school a comfortable place for 
adults and youth groups to meet and provide an interesting programme of events to 
foster the community spirit within the village. A part-time Community Co-ordinator 
is employed by the County Council to assist various groups to function and is always 
available to answer questions and help foster projects and may be contacted on 
Crafts hill 80332 during school hours.
